ArganaM LINCOLNy» born in Hardin 
(ounty, Kentucky, February 12th, 1809, of 
ror perents, who migrated to Spencer 
Covntys Indiana, in 1815, lost his mother 
there in 1819, made a trip to New Orleans 
oa hand, at #10 a month, on @ flat-boat, 
when 19 years of age, and, when just ofage, 
accmpented his father in his second re- 
»ovel to#quarter-section of wild land, near | 
the present village of Decatur, in central | 
IIinois, where his father and stepmother | 
have since died. Volunteering for the 
Bick Hawk War in 1882, he was chosen | 
cap'ain by his company, and the next year | 
yas a candidate for the more popular 
tracck of the State Legislature, but de- 
fated. The next year he was again a can- | 
ddate, and chosen, thence repeatedly re- | 
eketed. Meantime, he had studied law and } 


been admitted to the bar, taking up his resi- 
dence at Springfield, the capitol of his | 
County and of the State. In 1846, he was | 
made the candidate of his party for Repre- 

yntative in Congress, and was returned by | 
the largest majority ever given by the dis- 
trict to any candidate. He was nota can- | 


didate for re-election, but was repeatedly a | 











fate Elector of President, being placed at | 
the head of his ticket in order to give his 
parity the benefit of his services as a can- 
vasser Or public debater from County to 
County. He was thrice supported by his 
oliticnl associates for U. 8. Senator, but 
never elected. In 1849, his party (Whiz) 


wae decidedly a minority ; in 1854-5, there ‘ 


was a emall Republican majority, but made 
upin part of Democrats who had just sepa- 
mted from their party on the Nebraska is- 
me, and who hesitated te vote for one whom 
they had hitherto opposed as a Whig. Mr. 
Lincoln, after receiving most of the Repub- 
lican vote on several ballots, whereby no 
choice was effected, insisted on the with- 


drawal cf his name aad a concentration of ; 


the entire vote of his friends on Judge 
Lyman Trumbull, anti-Nebraska Demo- 
crat, who was thus elected to the seat he 
continues so ably and worthily to fill. In 
18°6, Mr. Lincoln’s name was presented by 
Ilinois to the Republican National Conven- 
tion at Philadelphia for the Vice-Presi- 
dency ; but, though he received 110 votes, 
amojority preferred Judge Dayton, cf New 
Jeisey, because of his location. In 1858, 
Mr. Lincoln was made the Republican can- 
didate for United States Senator in opposi- 
tion to Stephen A. Douglas, with whom he 
‘boroughly and admirably canvassed the 
Btate—Mr. Douglas securing the election, 
while Mr. Lincoln had the larger popular 
vote. And, in 1860, Abraham Lincoln was 
neminated for President of the United | 
States by the Republican National Conven- 
tion at Chicago, having the second highest 
vote on the first ballot, after which all the 
snti-Seward vote rapidly concentrated on 
him, putting him far ahead on the third 





ballot. He was chosen, after an animated | 


canvass, in November ensuing, receiving 
the electoral vote of every Free State, save a 
part of that of New Jersey ; giving him 180 
inall to 128 for all others—to wit: Breckin- 
tidge, 72; Bell, 89 ; Douglas, 12, Through- 
out most of the Slave States those who 
Wished to vote for him could only have 
done so at the peril of their lives, even had 
their votes been received at all. The fact 
that he received (like his

His arguments were cogent, his illustrations 
lucid, his speeches effective, because they 
had their root in a profound, intelligent con- 
viction. Others elicited more frequent and

PERSONAL IMPRESSIONS OF MR. 
LINCOLN. 
BY F. B. CARPENTER. 
My Dran Mn. TruTon : 

You ask me if I will not write out some 
incidents of my intercourse with Mr. Lrm- 
coun for The Independent. The absorbing 
interest with whiclf everything relating to 
him is now read, and will be cherished, 


mvest be my excuse, if excuse is needed, for 


thus placing myself before the public. As 

you and my personal friends generally 
| know, my relation to the late President was 
| peculiar. Perhaps no one outside of his 
official family ever enjoyed such unusual 
| opportunities for .studying and knowing 
| him. For six months of last year 1 was an 


| occupant of the White House, permitted, 
| during the whole of this period, the free- 
| dom of his private office at almost all hours 
| —cngaged upon a work commemorating 

what he believed to be the greatest event of 

his life, and by far thé Mt important of 
Na administration; a work in “high as 
| many will bear me witness, he felt and 


manifested the deepest interest ; for the con- 
summation and perfection of which he in- 
vited me to the White House. it is no ex- 
aggeration, then, to ay, that my opporiu- 
nities for scclap and knowing Mr. Lrx- 
COLN wer€ §)most unexampled. 

Many friends have often urged me to 
Mite out for publication the incidents of 
these, to me, memorable six months. The 
obvious reasons which have hitherto stood 
in the way of this may be said now to exist 
no longer, and I hope at an early day to be 
able to put in permanent form many remi- 
niscences which would at any time, in con- 
nection with the illustrious subject, have 
commanded popular interest, but which 
will now be invested with a sacrédness 
which belongs only to the history of the 
world’s martyrs. 

Many persons have formed their impres- 
sions of Mr. Linconn from the stories in 
circulation attributed to him, and, conse- 
quently, suppose him to have been habitu- 
ally of a jocund, humorous disposition. 
This was a characteristic side of him, but it 
was merely the by-play of his nature. 

I believe that it was this happy faculty of 
throwing off care for the moment that kept 
him alive under his heavy burdens; but 
any true discerner of character, looking into 
that worn and seamed face, would have 
said at once, “ He is a sad if not s melan- 
choly man.” 

It bas been the business of my life, as 
you know, to study the human face, and I 
say now, a6 | havesaid repeatedly to friends, 
Mr. Lixcoun had the saddest face l ever

when his careworn, troubled appearance 
was enough to bring tears of sympathy into 
the cyes of his most violent enemies.

It 
was a constant marvel tome that, with all 
his other cares and duties, he could give so 
much time and be so patient with this mul- 
titude. I have known him to sit for hours

of course, irrelevant—carefally sifting the 
facts, and manifesting as much anxiety to 


do exactly right asin matters of the gravest | 

nterest. Poorly clad people were more |

xe in silks and velvets. No one was 


ever turned away from his door becanse of | 


poverty. Ifhe erred, it was sure to be on 
the side of mercy. It waS one of his most 
painful tasks teconfirm a sentence of death. 
l recollect the case of a somewhat noted 
rebel prisoner, who had been condemned to 
death I believe asaspy. A s‘rong applica- 
tion had been made to have his sentence 
commuted. While this was: pending, he 
attempted to escape from confinement, and 
was shot by the sentinel on guard. Al- 
though he richly deserved death, Mr. Lin- 
coln told Judge Holt in my presence that 
“it was 8 great relief to him that the man 
took his fate inteshis own hands.” 

If the slightest occasion existed for shay- 
ing clemency he was sure to improve it. 

Judge Bateg, in the same cohversation re- 
ferred to above, said that he had often told 
the President that “he was hardly fit to be 


intrusted with «the pardoning power.” | 


“Why,” said the Judge, “he can scarcely 
turn away from the application (if it t#iches 
his feelings) of a man, and the tears 6fa 
tcoman are eure to overcome him!”

THE ASSASSIN BOOTH. 


John Wilkes Booth, the murderer of the 
President, is a young man—only twenty-seven 
years old. He was born near Baltimore, Mary- 
land, in 1888, and is the youngést son of the 
celebrated English actor, Junius Bruttis Booth, 
by his second wife. The elder Booth came to 
this country in the year 1820, to practiee his 
profession, and made his first appearance at 
the theater in Petersburg, Va. He afterward 
played in our principal cities and towns, and 
having secured a moderate competence, bought 
a property in the vicinity of Baltimore, which 
he named “ The Farm,” and on which his son 
John Wilkes was born. Eccentric an1 dissi- 
pated, but brilliant, the father possessed some 
powerful qualities, which ere transmitted to 
his sons, Junius Brutus, Edwin, and J.

PRESIDENT JOHNSON.

To-day he is in imminent danger of being 
overwhelmed by the complimentary a4- 
dresses and expressions of confidence which 
are showered upon him from friend and 
foe alike. We have no desire to unsay a 
word that was uttered against him then, 
rer any wish to qualify or belittle aay of 
the praises that are bestowed upon him 
new The man isa marvel, and we accept 
him as he is. Nothing could have been 
more discouraging, more mortifying, or ex- 
asperating than his first official a:t on as- 
suming the high office of Vice-President : 
nothing could be more enceuraging, more 
grave, dignified, and becoming than his 
every act since assuming the higher office 
of President, to which he has been elevated 
by the martyrdom of the good man who 
preceded him. It must be remembered that 
the same men who made Abraham Linvoln 
President made Andrew Johnson Yice- 
President, and that in selecting him for the 
second office, they had in view the poasi- 
bility cf his being called upon to fill the 
first ; and they did not select him by chance. 
But, from a knowledge of his public 
life, his early history, and all the at- 
tendant circumstances of his career, he 
was deemed eminently worthy of the 
great honor they bestowed upon him. We 
now think they judged wisely. Presiden; 
Johnson, in replying to the many addres-es 
which have been made to him, very justly 
refers to his political life, and his conduct 
since the outbreak of the rebellion, as ia- 
dicating what his course will be hereafter, 
insteed of making any promises of what he

will do. There are but few thoughtful men 
who will not be willing to trust him on 
these conditions. Though reared in a dif 
ferent school of politics, or at least having 
chosen different political associates, from 
his predecessor in office, there are not 
prebably two other men in the whole coun- 
try so nearly alike in their essential char- 
acteristics and personal histories as Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Andrew Johnson. Both 
born in the very humblest conditions of 
life in a slave state, and both rising to emi- 
nent positions by the sheer furce of natural 
capacity, without any adventitious aid 
whatever, they offer to the world the most 
striking examples that our history can 
offer of the beneficence and wisdom of our 
system of government. It is ‘impossiblo 
that a man like Andrew Johnson should | 
not be impressed with a sense of the natural 
right to en, of all men, and we 
accordingly find him a consistent and thor- 
ough advocate of equal rights, to which his 
former relations to slavery are only seem 


bered that he availed himself of the very 
first opportunity that offered itself to de- 
nounce the party of slavery and take sides 


| with the party of freelom, and that he did 


this with the almost sure prospect of losing 
thereby all that he possessed in life, and of 


incurring political disgrace and exile from 


the state which had hovored him. When 
every Southern representa'ive in Congress, 


and nearly every Southern officer in our } 


army and navy, deserted his post to give 
strength to the rebellion for the sake of 
slavery, he alone stcod up stanch and 
steadfg-t, encouraging the North, ap‘ giving 
what tdd he could render to the cause of 





death! Behold the victim, and remember 
with penitence how ruthlessly you voted 
to strengthen the arm that dealt the blow! 

Let the American people, when they 
shall have buried the corpse which now 
they watch, arise from their sackcloth and 
ashes to forget amnesty and to execute 
judgment. Speaking without passion, 
without malice, without enmity against 
the guiltiest traitor of all the great con- 
epiracy, without eagerness to spill a drop 
of any man’s blood—nevertheless, for the 
sake of Law,-of Liberty, of the Republic, 
we declare that if treason be a crime, and 
if crime deserve punishment, then Jeffer- 
son Davis and his Cabinet and Congress 
should be tried with a just trial, and abide 
a just, doom. 

Méanwhile, jf, by a mysterious fatality to 
a soldier who was never defeated till he 
hg#® now defeated himself, who seems to 
have taken off the laurels from his head 
only to trample them under his feet—if 
through this suddenly opened gate of folly 


the greatest culprits of mankind shall es- | 


« cape their just fate, then let us add to this 
day's public sorrow a new: lamentation 
that Law has lost its majesty, Liberty its 
safety, and the Republic its self-respect. 

But we thank God that the new President 
—who has ennobled himself in asingle week 

into the complete confidence of the people 

. —stands already illustriousty pledged to 
deal an unrelenting punishment to crimes 
against the Republic. If we comprehend 
the ethics of the New Testament, we be- 
lieve that to the severest utterances which 
he has made since his Presidential oath, 
the voice of Christian charity answers, 
Amer. 

Therefore, O sorrowful countrymen! 
bearing now a martyr’s coffin to the tomb, 
lay your hands reverently upon its pall, 
and vow before heaven to fulfill the three- 
fold duty of this solemn hour : first, to Slav- 
ery, annihilation ; second, tothe Rebellion. 
unconditional surrender ; third, to Treason, 
the extreme penalty of the law. And may 
God save the Repubiic!

| Andrew Johnson was once a slavsholder 


upheld slavery, let them also remember 
| how many of the now prominent mea in 
| public life were also once in affiliation with 
| the party of slavery. But the point is not 
worth discussing; Mr. Johnson has given 
| the strongest proofs that could be given of 
his fidelity to freedom, of his loyalty to the 
| Union, of his devotion to principle, of his 
intelligence and capacity. The grave diz- 
nity, the propriety of manner, and even the 
graceful courtesy of his reply to the address 
| of Sir Frederick Bruce, the British Minis- 
ter, must have occasioned no little surprise 
| in that functionary, not because he had been 
unaccustomed to such things, but as co:n- 
| ing froma man whom he had doub'less 
been taught to regard as an uncultivated 
| boor, filled to\overflowing with vulgar spite 
| against the power he represented. We have 
| no reason to fear that President Johnson's 
| Anglo or Franco-phobia will involve us in 
any difficulties with European powers; for, 
bearing in mind his clearly enunciated 
| opinions on the subject of the Monrose Doc- 
trine, which he made not long since in a 
speech at Nashville he has the intuition of 
a statesman, and is clearly not one of that 
class of enthusiasts whose prejudices blind 
them to existing obstacles to the fulfillment 
of their wishes. Nothing could be more 
decided than his pronounced opinions, not 
only since he became President, but before, 
in relation to the punishment of rebel trai- 
tors ; but still we do not apprehend thai 
any vindictive or personal feelings will in- 
fluence him in restoring peace to the coun- 
try, but that he will adopt the wixest meas- 
ures to secure the end which all good men 
desire. In aspeech which he made in the 
Senate in 1662 he said : 


“Let us look forward to the time when

A company of world-famed abolition- 
iste, speaking for the first time in their 
lives on the soil of Calhoun, to an audieuce 
of teerful, prayerful, thankful, emancipace 1 
slaves, presented a spectacle of moral sub- 
limity whose parallel no one of the specta 
tors may again behold. 
Fort Sumter is a Coliseum of ruins. Bat- 
tered, shapeless, overthrown, it stands in 
its brokenness a fis monument of the broken 
rebellion.

THE LAST HOURS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Mr. Lincoln was shot in the back of ths 
head, behind the left ear, the ball traversing 
an oblique line to the right ear. He was 
rendered instantaneously unconscious, and 
never knew friends or pain again. He 
was conveyed as soon as possible to the 
house of Mr. Peterson, opposite the theater, 
and there expired next morning at twenty- 
two minutes past seven o'clock, attended 
by the principal members of his Cabinet, 
Senator Sumner, Major Hay, Gen. Hallec';, 
Gen. Meigs, Rev. Dr. Gurley, and several 
surgeon:, from all of whom the heart-rend- 
ing spe. tacle drew copious tears of sorrow. 
Mrs. Lin-oln and her son Robert were in 
an adjoining apartment—the former bowed 
down wiih anguish, the latter stronz

My first letter told you about the “ Driver 
Ant;” in this I will tell you something 
about the superstition of the people. Su- 
perstition is a sure indication of ignorance. 
Where s people are civilized, educated, 
and refined, you will find them free from 
superstition. I suppose you have all 
heard of ghosts, but 1 don’t believe you ever 
saw one. When { wasa little girl, [ used 
to be afraid of ghosts and witches, because I 
had been told so much about them by ser- 
vants and ignorant girls ; but I learned long 
ago that there were no such things in the 
world. 1 will tell you what shook my faith 
in ghosts. One evening I had been listen- 
ing to 8 ghost story from a servant in our 
family, and I had become so nervous and 
frightened that I hardly dared to move 
and kept looking around back to make sure 
that there was no great monster ready to 
catch me at any moment. Finally bed- 
time came, and my sister and I went up 
stairs. Before Ireached my room, I saw 
something white in there, and we both ran 
down stairs. The girl then went up with 
us, and at the top of the stairs she saw the 
same appearance, and sasidit was ghost. 
I was afraid to go down and tell my aunt 
about it ; so finally sister and I summoned 
courage and walked right up toit; and 
what do you suppose it was? why, only a 
handkerchief thrown over the back of a 
chair. After that 1 always walked right 
up to any thing that frightened me, and of- 
ten found it to be nothing more frightful 
than my handkerchief-ghost. 

But now about these people. I had a 
school of twenty-five girls in Africa, and 
most of them were boarding scholars. 
Their bed-room was on one side of the par- 
lor, and mine nearly opposite on the other 
side. By the way, I will tell you how they 
sleep. Some of the tribes make mats, 
which are about four feet wide and six or 
eight long, and very much like the India 
matting which we sometimes use for our 
floors, These mats are their beds. So 
each one of our girls has a mat and a sheet, 
and that comprises the whole of her bed- 
ding. She throws the mat on the floor 
winds the sheet ronnd her body, and goes 
to rest. They can easily “take up their 
beds and walk.” One night I had just 
awakened from a troubled sleep, and was 
thinking about my unpleasant dream, when 
I was startled by a terrific scream in the 
girls’ room. In the midst of it I heard Mrs. 
B— (she was one of the missionary ladies) 
calling, “Julia! Julia!” until finally they 
heard and knew her voice and became 
quiet. The trouble originated with a cat. 
A favorite pussy had walked into the room, 
and had stepped on one of the girls, who 
was very much frightened, not knowing 
what it was; and sprang up, trembling all 
over. Julia was endeavoring to pacify her, 
and it made the other girls laugh. Mrs. 
B——, after enduring the noise some time, 
arose and went to their door in her night- 
dress. They thought she was a ghost, and 
were terribly frightened, giving vent to 
their feelings ina prolonged scream. But 
you see how foolish was their fear. 

When they get angry at each other, they 
quarrel and even curse one another. Itisa 
dreadful thing, and I hope they will soon 
learn how wrong it is. They curse by 
making a certain noise with the tongue and 
upper teeth, and the larger girls acquire 
great power over the younger ones by 
means of this curse, for all dread it. But I 
fear that the poor heathen girls in Africa 
are not the only ones who get angry and 
quarrel. Itis a great deal worse for those 
living in Christian lands to do wrong, who 
have kind parents to teach them what is 
right. To keep the witches off and keep 
them from disease and trouble, they some- 
times wear bands around their waist, made of 
beads beautifully strung together, and some- 
times any old string of muslin or cord 
which they can find, according to their abil- 
ity te purchase ornaments.

Mr. Burton tebe worthy to be heard 
on the subject of education. The stress of 
his present essay is laid upon parental train- 
ing of the young in the most obvious facts 
of nature—the most palpable manifestations 
of the not-me—before the period of books 
and teachers has been reached or even ap- 
proached. Itis “object’ aching” at home, 
beginning with infancy. Nobody will 
doubt the wisdom of this plan. The mis- 
chief of eur present education is, that pa- 
rents are umwilliug to assume the task of 
developing the faculties of their offspring, 
and eagerly shift the ‘responsibility upon a 
class whose vocation isto teach. Tuais is 
neither humane to the children nor just to 
the teacher," who is forced, not only to guide, 
which is his;proper function, but to create 
the thirst for knowledge—not only to feed 
the intellectual capacity of his pupils, but to 
awaken and stimulate it. Hence the disci- 
pline that pertains to home has ‘been trans- 
ferred to the school, and all the modes of 
punishment commonly resorted to have 
been rendered, we will not say necessary, 
but inevitable, because of domestic neglect 
and indifference. Here again the teacher’s 
province has been invaded, and correction 
superadded to the business of direction. 
The unfortunate system of marks, rewards, 
and prizes, by which an unhealthy emula- 
tion is promoted, is due to a failure on the 
part of parents to indoctrinate the young in 
the ends of education.

Though the 
ornaments be Latin and Greek, his style is 
properly English and of a good order. His 
descriptions are graphic and forcible. Here 
ie bis first view of ocean : 

“The sea was exceedingly dark and 
stormy, the sky completely overcast, the 
elovds sti}l dropping rain, and the wiad 
seemed to blow not so much as the exciting 
eaure as from sympathy with the already 
agitated ocean. The waves broke on tha 
bare at tome distance from the shore, and 
eurving green or yellow as if over so many 
unseen dams, ten or twelve feet hich, likea 
thousand waterfalls, rolled in foam to the 
sand. There was nothing but the savage 
ecean between us and Europe.” _ 

And of the noise of the waves he says : 

“Jt was avery inspiring sound to walk 
by, filling the whole air, that of the sea 
@ashing against the land, heard several 
wiles inland. Instead of having a doz to |

Thoreau’s dry humor is forever breaking 
ont, and is rarely pushed to excess or be- 
eomes weak. Take a couple of specimens, 
eaustic also: 

“A government lighting the mariners on 
its wintry coast with summer-strained oil to 
gave expense! That were surely a sum- 
mer-sirained mercy.” 

“i had a classmate who fitted for collece 
by the lamps of a light-house, which was 
more light, we think, than the University 
afforded.” 

He is not partial to ministers, but he ap- 
preeiates fair dealing toward them. 

“«In 1662, the town (of Eastham) agreed 
that a part of every whale cast on shore be 
app opriated to the support of the minis- 
try.” No doubt there scemed to be some 
propriety in ihvs leaving the support of the 
Iinisters to Providence, whose servants 
they sre, and who alone rules the storm: 
for. wLen few whales were cast up, they 
gicht suspect that their worship was not 
arceptable. The ministers must have sa* 
upon the cliffs in every storm, and watched 
the shore with anxiety. And, for mv part, 
if I were a minister. 1 would rather trust to 
the towels of the billows. on the back-side 
of Cape Cod, to cast up a whale for me, 
than to the generosity of many & country 
parish that! know. You cannot say of a 
couniry minister’s salary, commonly, that it 
is ‘very like a whale.’” 

Ofliving and growing things upon the 
@ape the reader is fully informed, even to 
their scientific names. He is treated also 
to tales of mirage commonly connected 
with distant lands. As valuable a part of 
the book as any, not even excepting the his- 
terical discussion about the earliest discor- 
eries of North America, New Enzland, and 
@ape Cod, is that which relates to the en- 
croachments of the sea upon the sand, and 
the rand upon the soil, together with the 
changes in the configuration of the Cape 
which are always in process. it is worth 
while to study this in connection with Mr. 
Marsh’s “Man and Nature,” and to judge 
whether man has not been mainly respons- 
ible for clearing the Cape of its timber, the 
debasement of that which is left, and the 
@onsequent advance of the engulphing 
sand ; and whether it is not within the 
Power of man to check and reverse this 
waste, and remove the desolation which, 
ten years ago, at least, was the distinguish- 
ing feature of the Cape. Thoreau has be- 
qeenthed us at all events, in this mono- 
graph, some very important data.

Mr. Jonn Cassexu, the celebrated Lon. 
den publisher, died on Sundav. April 2d, 
within a few hoursof Mr. Cobden, at the 
ace of 42. He was of humble origin and 
moderate education. Knowing from his 
own experience the wants of the poorer 
classes, he devoted his life to supplying 
them with cheap literature in every depart- 
ment of human inquiry, being scrupulous to 
circulate only what was morally sound or 
scientifically correct, and for the increased 
intelligence, virtue, and piety of his myriad 
readers. His tact was crowned with re- 
markable success. Latterly his firm had be- 
gun to issue such standard works as those of 
Goldsmith, Bunyan’s “ Pilgrim’s Progress,” 
and “ Don Quixote ;” and they were distin- 
guished by the selection of the Emperor 
Nepoleon, when he sought an English 
publisher for his “History of Julius 
Cesar.” It may be questioned whether 
this defense of despotism by a despot may 
be reckoned among the healthful publica- 
tions which have heretofore honored the 
name of Cassell. However, all sides must 
have a hearing, and the “History” will 
probably be too expensive for very wide- 
spread distribution. Between the Empire, 
and the American Republic, we think the 
English masses will decide for us.

THE SCENE IN NEW YORK. 


TBE pulse of New York stood st'll on the 
dresdful Saturday which sounded the death- 
knell ot ABkawAM LINCOLN. Never before in 
the history of thie great city, where so many 
popular excite ents have stirred the blood of 
the people with an enthasiasm or a passion 
akin to madness, has there been such a scene. 
Blanche¢e faces, swimming eyes, faltering 
voices—all to.d the story of the great grief 
that had fallen heavily upon us. It was as if 
ali clasees of 1 en possessed but one heart, and 
that beart throbbing conva'sively in mortal 
anguish. The ewotional nature of our com- 
munity wes for once so deeply touched that 
Trede forsook its ordinary cMkaneis, Com- 
merce stayed its progress, Party was forgot- 
ten, and e million of souls mourned together 
as they bad never mourned. Those who saw 
the speetacle wear its ii delible impress. 

THE FIRST TIDINGS.

The 
fortunate possessors of early copies read aloud 
to listening crowds. Steam-presses were fu- 
riously worked to supply the growing de- 
mand—and still the tidings were thought too 
horrible for belief. Mr. Lincoln, all accounts 
agreed, yet breathed: there was at least a pos- 
sibility that he might survive; while there 
wae life, there was hope. So, stunned and be- 
wildered, and yet in a measure hopeful of the 
best while dreading the worst, men stopped, 
and read, and pondered. ‘ 

There was but little talking during those 
early hours of Saturday. The blow was too 
sudden and too heavy. Strong men wept out- 
right, or wrung each other’s hands in silence. 


THE DEATH. 


Before 9 o’clock it became known that the 
Good President had breathed his last. This 
was the end of all hope. The die was cass— 
the deed finiehed. The period of popular de- 
pression, in which, short as it was, men lived 
& lifetime of acute sorrow, gave way to the 
stronger sentiment of indignation, and New 
York began to rally. 


PRAYER IN WALL STREET. 


It was now 10 o’clock on Saturday morn- 
ing. By a spontaneous and a im pulse, 
all business was stopped. The Custom-house 
and the public offices wereclosed. Merchants 
shut up their counting-houses. Dealera re- 
quired no duties of their clerks. The throngs 
of people in the streets grew larger each mo- 
ment. Wall-street brokers ceased ecliing 
gold and buying stocks, to join in a vast con- 
course which spontaneously gathered around 
the Custom-hovse, to give some sort of pub- 
lic expression to the prevailing grief. Col- 
lector Draper was called to preside, and an 
out-door meeting was organized, the proceed- 
ings of which were exceedingly impressive. 
Rev. Dr. Vermyle offered a fervent prayer, be- 
eecching Almighty God to guard the nationin 
its dire sfdiction, and to comfort and sustain 
the hereaved family of the lamented President.

The American tendency to spee *h-making, 
fircu'arly ilustrated during the day, had so ne 
heppy efiecte. General Butler was one of the 
sneakers. Gerers] Burnside was another. 
The vest crowds of people found them in the 
streets and called them out. The tenor of 
their remarks was wholesome and serviceable 
advice, to the effect that President Johnson 
should receive a hearty and united support in 
the cificult position to which the providence 
of God had called him; and, further, that the 
dreadful event which occupied men’s ininds, 
illustrating as it did the demoniacal spirit of 
slavery, shou'd be accepted as the final ilius- 
tiation of the necessity of punishing the lead- 
ers who had abetted rebe!lion and murder. 
These arguments, striking a responsive chord, 
were reiterated by dozens of speakers who de- 
clsimed from steps of houses, carts, barrel- 
beads and other coignes of vantage throngh- 
out the city. It was night before these public 
ascemblages dispersed. 


FUSION OF PARTIES, 


We have noted the fact of the fusion of all 
ciseces and conditions of men in this wonder- 
ful outhuret of popular feeling.

AN official dispatch from ~~! Stanton, 
published on Sunday, revealed the istery of 
remarkable events North Carolina. It ap- 
pears that on the 18th instant, Generals Sher- 
man and Jehnat ld a confe at Dar- 
ham’s Station, North Carolina, which resulted 
in @ suspension ¢f hostilities and a memo- 
randum of a basis of peace. The points agreed 
upon were the foflowing: 

~ 1. An armistice, not to be broken by eithsr 
party without forty-eight hours’ notice. 

2. Johnston's troops to return to their re- 
spective state capitals, to deposit their arms 
in the respective state arsenals, and each man 
to sign an agreement to cease fighting and 
abide by the action of the state and federal 
authorities; the arms to fr-.1ain subject to 
future action of the United States Congress. 

3. Recognition of the State governments on 
taking the oath; the United States Supreme 
= to decide questions of conflicting juris- 

ction. 

4. Re-establishment of the federal courts in 
the rebel states. 

5. The rebels to be guaranteed political 
Seachise and the rights of person and prop- 
erty. 

@ Our Government to disturb no rebels so 
long as they remain quiet at home. 

7. A general amnesty. : 

A courier from General Sherman, bearing 
this agreement, arrived in Washington on 
Friday night, and a cabinet council was imme- 
diately held, at which President Johnson dis 
epproved the action of General Sherman, being 
sustained in this decision by every member of 
the cabinet and General Grant, who was pres- 
ent. Secretary Stanton, in announcing these 
events to the public, says: 

“General Sherman was ordered to resnme 
hostilities immedistely, and was directed that 
the ipetruct:ons given by the late President in 
the following telegram, which was penned by 
Mr. Lincoln himself, at the capitol, on the 
night of the 5d of March, were approved by 
President Andrew Jolnson, ond were reiter- 
sted to govern the action of military com- 
marncers, 

“On the night of the 3d of March, while 
Preeidext Lincoln and his cabinet were at the 
cepitol, a telegram from General Grant was 
brorght to the Secretary of War, ‘informing 
him thet Gtherak Jp ged requested an inter. 
view or conference make an arrangement 
for terme of peace. 

“The letter of General Lee was published 
in a letter of Davis to the rebel Conzress 

“General Grant’s telegram was submitted 
to Mr. Lincoln, who, efter pondering a few 
minvtes took up his pen and wrote with his 
own hand the following reply, which he sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of State and the Sec- 
retary of War, and telegraphed to General 
Grant:

Appeals 
to passion and popular instincts ¢ 2nnot 
hereafter be relied upon ; there must be the 
honest, intelligent, and religious conviction 
in the minds of the people, that to rigidly 
conform with the requiremen:s of the iaw 
in paying taxes, is the first duty of the citi- 
zen, and that to neglect, or seek to evade it, 
is a crime which siampe the offender with 
infawy. If, in the beginning of the rebel- 
lion, an instinct of self-prerervatien led the 
managers of our great monied institutions 
to generally acsist the Government with the 
funds intrusted to their keeping, ey ery one 
must now feel that it is just as important to 
sustain the Government by a prompt and 
conscientious payment ef the taxes which 
are legally its due. What is the interest of 
one is the interest of all in this respect, and 
every man should feel himself in some aort 
an agent of the Government, to see that his 
neighbor, as well as him<elf, pays what is 
justly due.

PRAYER BY REY. DR. STORRS. 


Tux most. significant celebration of the 
eentury—the ceremony by which the na- 
4ion and the world were to be assured sym- 
polically and in fact that the Rebellion was 
for ever crushed—was successfully carried 
out at Sumter, according to the programme 
already made public. Gen. Gillmore, Maj.- 
Gen. Anderson, the orator of the day, and 
the distinguished guests from the Arago, 
landed at tae Fort about noon. After a re- 
citation of the Te Deum, and a prayer by 
Rey. Matthias Harris, Chaplain U. 8S. A-— 
the same who was at the Fort four years 
ago—the Rey. Dr. Storrs read Psalms 126 
47, 98, and 20, and Adj.-Gen. E. D. Town 
send read Mejor Anderson's dispatch to the 
Government announcing the evacuation of 
Fort Sumter on the 14th of April, 1851. 
Whereupon Gen, Anderson and Sergeant 
Hart stepped forward and hoisted the well- 
preserved flag, amid unbounded enthuii- 
asm, and salutes fromi batieries and fleet.

never were mine before!” All ears tingled 
at that speech! Arm-laden with flowers, 
the gifts of a hundred hands as we passed 
through the crowd, we made our parting 
speeches from the quarter-deck ; and as the 
vessel glided into the stream, the same dark- 
faced orator knelt at the wharf’s edge, hold- 
ing up the flag in one hand, and pointing 
fixedly at it with the dtirer—making himself 
a statue of Christian patriotism—a beautiful 
and affecting taDlesf-the last sight we 
saw of that strange-fated city, whose great 
men have been humbled and whose lowly 
have been exalted. 

Outward bound, and whither? The 
Arago returning without us, the swift Suwo 
Nada (unimpeded by her Japanese name) 
was to wing us Southward to Florida, that 
we might pluck ancient mosses in St. 
Augustine. Little did we think, while 
one flag was rising to the peak at Sumter, 
how all flags would sink the next day to 
half-mast! Like an unpredicted eclipse 
was the awfulness of the gloom. Pleasure 
withered out of our thoughts and fell a dead 
leaf, frost-bitten. Straightway our prow 
plunged homeward-bound. And now on 
this third sorrowful day since the great 
shock, it still seems as if we were bearing 
in our sepulchral ship the good man’s 
murdered body, and must hasten to the 
shore that we may lay it sacredly in the 
greenest of graves. Yonder stretches the 
familiar coast that in one hour more will 
terminate our clouded voyage. O stricken 
country !—darkened at noonday, wrapped 
in the shadow of death, clothed with a fu- 
neral pall!—into what grief shall we find 
thee cast down! May the God of the 
Pilgrims choose the hour of thy mourning 
to give thee His benediction of Liberty and 
Peace!

THE CATASTROPHE. 


THE passage of the late President from 
life to death, and from death to the tomb, 


deserves the record which we have com- |

In the hither door a small 
hole had been bored, through which to sur- 
vey the interior of the box. To this Booth 
resorted, after fastening the door first de- 
scribed, and discovered that the occupants 
bad taken seats according to his careful dis- 
position of them, yiz.: the President in the 
arm-chair nearest the sudience, Mrs. Lin- 
coln next, then, after a considerable space, 
Mics Clara Harris in the corner nearest the 
stage, and Maj. H. R. Rathbone on the 
lounge along the further wall. The report 
of the pistol first announced the presence 
of an assassin, who utters the word “ Free- 
dom,” and advances toward the front. Maj- 
Rathbone discerns him through the smoke, 
and grapples with him. Booth drops his 
pistol and aims with a knife at the breast of

THE LAST HOURS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Mr. Lincoln was shot in the back of the 
bead, behind the left ear, the ball traversing 
an oblique line to the right ear. He was 
rendered instantaneously unconscious, and 
never knew friends or pain again. He 

was conveyed as soon as possible to the 
| house of Mr. Peterson, opposite the theater, 
and there expired next morning at twenty- 
two minutes past seven o'clock, atten ied 

by the principal members of his Cabinct, 
| Senator Sumner, Major Hay, Gen. Halleck,

| surgeons, from all of whom the heart-rend- 
ing spectacle drew copious tears of sorrow. 
Mrs Lincoln and her son Robert were in 
an cdjoining apartment—the former bowed 
down with anguish, the lstter strong 
enough to sustain and console her. Soon 
after nine o'clock the body was removed to 
the White House under military escort. 


THE FURKERAL OBSEQUIES AT WASTIINGTON 
AND ELSEWHERE. 

On Tuesday, the 18th, from 10 to 5 
o'clock, the body of the late President lay 
in state in the East Room of the White 
House, and was gazed upon by an immense 
throng of not less than 20,000 people, of all 
classes and conditions. Especially were 
the colored mourners noticeable for their 
nomber and the touching expressions of 
their grief. The features of their beloved 
benefactor were sweetly placid, like one 
who has lain down to rest with every duty 
performed and his mission on earth accept- 
ably fulfilled. 

On Wednesday, at noon, in the East 
Room, which was crowded with the repre- 


ernments, with citizen delegations, and the 
Diplomatic Corps, the funeral services 
were opened by Rev. Dr. Hall, who read 
the Episcopal form of service for the dead. 
Bishop Simpson, of the M. E. church, fol- 
lowed in prayer, and Rev. Dr. Gurley, whose 
church Mr. Lincoln had attended, delivered 
a discourse upon the calamitous event of 
the previous week, and the character of 
the martyr by whose remains he stood. 
Rev. Dr. Gray, Baptist, offered the con- 
cluding prayer. At twe o’clock the pro- 
cession was formed, the head being as 
signed to colored troops, who were suc- 
ceeded by white regiments of infantry, cay- 
alry, artillery, navy, marine and army of- 
ficers on foot ; the pall-bearers in carriages ; 
the hearse—a magnificent car; the new 
President and Cabinet, foreign ministers, 
members of Congress, Governors, State 
delegations, clerks of the departments, etc., 
etc., closing up with a large body of colored 


Minute 
guns, the tolling of bells, and martial dirges 
accompanied its progress to the Capitol, 
where the coffin was deposited upon a cata- 
falque in the rotunda, and the last words 
pronounced by Dr. Gurley. Mrs. Lincoln 
was too much overcome to attend any part 
of the ceremony. 

Simultaneously with the services in 
Washington, or on the following day, ob- 
servance was had of them all over the 
country, generally by discourses or funeral 
services in the churches, but in many 
places by processions unprecedented in 
feeling and proportions. In Nashville, 
15,000 were counted, including 10,000 of the 
military, and honored by the company of 
Gens. Thomas, Rosseau, and other officers, 
Gov. Brownlow and the Legislature, va- 
rious civic associations, etc. In Louisville, 
Indianapolis, Toledo, Poughkeepsie, and 
New London, the citizens testified in like 
manner their sympathy in the national be- 
reavement. 


FROM WASHINGTON TO SPRINGFIELD. 


If regard had been had to private usage 
in the burial of the illustrious deceased, his 
remains would have been quietly and di- 
rectly forwarded to their resting-place in Il- 
linois.

CANS. 

My first letter told you about the “ Driver 
Ant;” in this I will tell you something 
about the superstition of the people.

Where a people are civilized, educsted, 
and refined, you will find them free from 
superstition. I suppose you have all 
heard of ghosts, but [ don’t believe you ever 
eaw one. When I wasa little girl, I used 
to be afraid of ghosts and witches, because I 
had been tol4 so much about them by ser- 
vants and ignorant girls; but I learned long 

that there were no such things in the 
world. I will tell you what shook my faith 
in ghosts. One evening I had been listen- 
ing to s ghost story from a servant in our 
family, and I had become s0 nervous and 
frightened that I hardly dared to move 
and kept looking around back to make sure 
that there was no great monster ready to 
catch me at any moment. Finally bed- 
time came, and my sister and [ went up 
stairs. Before Ireached my room, I saw 
something white in there, and we both ran 
down stairs. The girl then went up with 
us, and at the top of the stairs she saw the 
same appearance, and saidit was a ghost. 
I was afraid to go down and tell my sunt 
about it ; so finally sister and I summoned 
courage and walked right up toit; and 
what do you suppose it was? why, only a 
handkerchief thrown over the back of a 
chair. After that I always walked right 
up to any thing that frightened me, and of- 
ten found it to be nothing more frightfal 
than my handkerchief-ghost. 

But now about these people. [ had a 
school of twenty-five girls in Africa, and 
most of them were boarding scholars.

By the way, I will tell you how they 
sleep. Some of the tribes make mats, 
which are about four feet wide and six or 
eight long, and very much like the India 
matting which we sometimes use for our 
floors.

So 
each one of our girls has a mat and a sheet, 
and that comprises the whole of her bed- 
ding. She throws the mat on the floor 
winds the sheet ronnd her body, and goes 
to rest. They can easily “take up their 
beds and walk.” One night I had just 
awakened from a troubled sleep, and was 
thinking about my unpleasant dream, when 
I was startled by a terrific scream in the 
girls’ room. In the midst of it I heard Mrs. 
B— (she was one of the missionary ladies) 
calling, “Julia! Julia!” until finally they 
heard and knew her voice and became 
quiet. The trouble originated with a cat. 
A favorite pussy had walked into the room, 
and had stepped on one of the girls, who 
was very much frightened, not knowing 
what it was ; and sprang up, trembling all 
over. Julia was endeavoring to pacify her, 
and it made the other girls laugh. Mrs. 
B——, after enduring the noise some time, 
arose and went to their door in her night- 
dress. They thought she was a ghost, and 
were terribly frightened, giving vent to 
their feelings in a prolonged scream. But 
you see how foolfsh was their fear. 

When they get angry at each other, they 
quarrel and even curse one another. It isa 
dreadful thing, andI hope they will soon 
learn how wrong it is. They curse by 
making 8 certain noise with the tongue and 
upper teeth, and the larger girls acquire 
great power over the younger ones by 
means of this curse, for all dread it. But I 
fear that the poor heathen girls in Africa 
are not the only ones who get angry and 
quarrel. Itis agreat deal worse for those 
living in Christian lands to do wrong, who 
have kind parents to teach them what is 
right. To keep the witches off and keep 
them from disease and trouble, they some- 
times wear bands around their waist, made of 
beads beautifully strung together, and some- 
times any old string of muslin or cord 
which they can find, according to their abil- 
ity to purchase ornaments. H

‘Waar a man sees is determined by what 

he knows; what he will choose to report, 
and the style of his narrative, depend upon 
his judgment and literary training. The 
wood in apring may be full of anemones 
but an‘eye to which they are not familiar 
will fail te discover them, and the soil will 
Ye pronounced destitute of flowers. Cape 
Cod, including the bend, is sixty-five miles 
long, bat it is not every traveler that could 
extract from the adventures which befell 
Thoreau and his companion material for a 
volume like this. Nor, in truth, is it & 
single trip which is here recorded, though 
the author's original visit to the Cape (in 
1849) is made the thread of the diary. Sub- 
sequent experiences in 1850 and 1855 are 
referred to aecording to convenience, and, 
to swell to respectable proportions the still 
slender stock, recourse is had to the stores 
of ‘the scholar, the antiquary, and the 
naturalist. The opening chapter, for exam- 
ple, describes the shipwreck off Cohasset of 
an Irish emigrant ship, with terrible loss of 
life, and there. is infinite pathos and tender- 
ness in the portrayal of the scenes upon 
the beach,'and the moral reflections to which 
they gaye rise. But the only connection 
between this event and Cape Cod is in the 
fact that it occurred on the ‘author’s way 
thither, unless one might add the destroy- 
ing ocean whose acquaintance was the ob- 
jectof his journey. Letit be admitted at 
opce, however, that the extraneous matter is 
seldom tediously dragged in, and that when 
the terra incognita is laid ‘bare before us—if 
that phrase can be used of a land which is 
already naked—we learn much that is novel, 
curious, and entertaining. At first, the ex- 
ploration seems made under peculiar diffi- 
culties, and we have the ludicrous specta- 
cle of the two pedestrians walking on the 
sands by the roaring sea, umbrellas spread 
against the descending rain, and, since ob- 
servation was denied them, reading the 
histories of the spit they were traversing ! 
After frequent quotations from the annals 
of an earlier day, which suggest amusing 
comments and comparisons, the author sud- 
denly begs the reader to remember that all 
this time the tramp was uninterrupted, the 
skies were still watery, and the ocean 
boomed and thundered in their ears! 

No doubt Thoreau was wise in avoiding 
the set form of a journal, and in suppres- 
sing a large part of the commonplaces 
which another might have preserved ; still 
he has a certain simplicity which appears 
occasionally in noting trivial circumstances, 
and which is not without a sort of pictur- 
esqueness. This may be manifested on the 

ame page with a quotatioa from Homer, 
whose épithets of the sea he delights to re- 
call and confirm—the black, uahatvested, 
resounding, laughing sea. Though the 
ornaments be Latin and Greek, his style is 
properly English and of a good order. His 
descriptions are graphic and forcible. Here 
is bis first view of ocean : 

“The sea was exceedingly dark and 
stormy, the sky completely overcast, the 
clouds still dropping rain, and the wind 
seemed to blow not so much as the exciting 
cause as from sympathy with the already 

tated ocean. The waves broke on the 
bars at some distance from the shore, and 
curving green or yellow as if over 80 many 
unseen dams, ten or twelve feet high, like a 
thousand waterfalls, rolled in foam to the 


sand. Where-was nothing but the savage 
eeean between us and Europe.” 

And of the noise of the waves he says : 

“It was avery inspiring soun}to walk 
by, fifllmg the whole air, that of the sea 
dashing against the land, heard several | 
miles inland. Instead of having a dog to } 
growl before your door, to havean Ailantic | 
Ocean to-grow! for a whole Cape!”

Tue CULTURE or THE OnsERVING FacuL- 
“tres in the Family and the School; or, 

Things about Home, and how to make 

them instructive tothe young. By War 

BEN Bunton. Hew ork: Harper &

Mr. Burton Dakoae worthy to be heard 
on the subject of education. The stress of 
his present essay is laid upon parental train- 
ing of the young in the most obvious facts 
of nature—the most palpable manifestations 
of the not-me—before the period of books 
and teachers has been reached or even ap- 
proached. Itis “object teaching” at home, 
beginning with infancy. Nobody will 
doubt the wisdom of this plan. The mis- 
chief of our present educaticn is, that pa- 
rents are unwilling to assume the task of 
developing the faculties of their offspring, 
and eagerly shift the ‘responsibility upon a 
class whose vocation is to teach. This is 
neither humane to the children nor just to 
the teacher,"who is forced, ‘not only to guide, 
which is hisfproper function, but to create 
the thirst for knowledge—not only to feed 
the intellectual capacity of his pupils, but to 
awaken and stimulate it. Hence the disci- 
pline that pertains to home has been trans- 
ferred to the school, and all the modes of 
punishment commonly resorted to have 
been rendered, we will not say necessary, 
but inevitable, because of domestic neglect 
and indifference. Here again the teacher's 
province has been invaded, and correction 
superadded to the business of direction. 
The unfortunate system of marks, rewards, 
and prizes, by which an unhealthy emula- 
tion is promoted, is due to a failure on the 
part of parents to indoctrinate the young in 
the ends of education. It should be con- 
stantly enforced upon Master Harry and 
Mics Louise, that the object of their attend- 
ing school is not relative, but absolute in- 
struction—not to be at the head, or to strive 
for it even; not to surpass either Mary or 
George ; not to win perfect marks, or ap- 
probation-cards, or diplomas, or medals; 
but to learn all they can, and to be con- 
scious that, with whatever success, they are 
making a faithful, diligent use of the pow- 
ers with which they are endowed. Sucha 
spirit as this despises coaxing, and needs 
not to be driven. It works on patiently 
and dutifully, neither turning to the right 
nor to the left, comparing itself with that of 
others not in respect of attainment, but of 
conscientious exertion and methods of ac- 
quiring, not envious nor jealous, open to 
every high appeal, ignorant of the neces- 
sity of arod. It knows the value of time— 
the shortness of life, the mighty area of 
knowledge—and it cannot afford to tres- 
pase on the strdy-moments of its neighbors. 
With svch a ground-work of character, the 
simple end peculiar product of pzrental in- 
fluence, the school is transformed into an 
orderly gathering, almost foreign to weari- 
ness or mischief. The idler can never cs- 
cape the consciousness of his loss, nor close 
his eyes upon the regrets of the future ; the 
sport-maker is restrained by a public cpin- 
ion which treats his interference asa wrong 
and a robbery. 

“Object teachiny”—the presentation of 
ideas before words—is not new. Mr. Bur- 
ton states that he has been endeavoring for 
twenty years to introduce the European 
system into the family and the school. But 
it reaches further back than ascore of years. 
More than a century ago, in 1760, Rous- 
sean published the first edition of his 
Emile, which revolutionized the educational 
ideas of his time and which, in spite of 
much that is artificial and fantastic, 
will remain for the secd-grain 
of thought for all who speculate upon 
the rearing of youth. That master of 
didactic eloquence proceeded substantially 
according to the plan which Mr. Burton 
wants adopted. He distrusted books, and 
relied upon the transmission of knowledge 
from sire to son in oral conversations amid 
the handiwork ofthe Creator. His method 
implied, at least, unqualified devotion of the 
parent to the child—or, rather, of the father 
or tutor to the child, for the mother was as- 
signed no place in the education of her 
boy : a radical defect, of céurse. Mr. Bur- 
ton explains his system in detail, showing 
how the essential properties of things are to 
be impressed upon the infant—form, size, 
weight, color, motion, number; then place, 
order, time, etc.; the natural phenomen: of 
every-day . occurrence—clouds, air, rain, 
hail, snow, dew, frost, and the like. Sound 
is omitted from the catalogue, and music 
consequently has no recommendation. But 
the bock was designed to hint more than it 
unfolded. The author shows how instruc- 
tion may be made a game andan amuse- 
ment, and no task to preceptor or pupil. We 
heartily indorse the usefulness of what he 
has written. Let fathers, mothers, and 
teachers consider his words. 

Mr. JcHN CassEtt, the celebrated Lon- 
don publisher, died on Sunday, April 24, 
within a few hoursof Mr. Cobden, at the 
ace of 42. He was of humble origin and 
moderate education. Knowing from his 
own experience the wants of the poorer 
classes, he devoted his life to supplying 
them with cheap literature in every depart- 
ment of human inquiry, being scrupulous to 
circulate only what was morally sound or 
scientifically correct, and for the increased 
intelligence, virtue, and piety of his myriad 
readers. His tact was crowned with re- 
markable success. Latterly his firm had be- 
gun to issue such standard works as those of 
Goldsmith, Bunyan’s “ Pilgrim’s Progress,” 
and “ Don Quixote ;” and they were distin- 
guished by the selection of the Emperor 
Napoleon, when he sought an English 
publisher for his “History of Julius 
Cesar.” It may ‘be questioned whether 
this defense of despotism by a despot may 
be reckoned among the healthful publica- 
tions which have heretefore honored the 
name of Cassell. However, all sides must 
have a heaiing, and the “History” will 
probably be too expensive for very wide- 
spread distribution. Between the Empire, 
and the American Republic, we think the 
English masses will decide for us.

Take a couple of specimens, 
caustic also: 

“ A government lighting the mariners on 
its wintry coast with summer-strained oil to 
save expense! That were surely a sum- 
mer-strained mercy.” 

“J had a clasemate who fitted for collece 
by the lamps of a light-house, which was 
more light, we think, than the University 
afforded.” 

He is not partial to ministers, but he ap- 
preciates fairdealing toward them. 


«“*In 1662, the town (of Eastham) agreed 
that a part of every whale cast on shore be 
appropriated to the suppor" of the minis- 
try. No dovbtthere seemed to be some 
prepriety in thus'leaving the support of the 
ministers to Providence, whose servants 
ikey are, and who alone rules the storm ; 
for, when few whales were cast up, they 
might suspect that their worship was not 
accepiable. The ministers must have sat 
upon the cliffs in overy storm, and watched 
the shore with anxiety. And, for my part, 
if I wace a minister. I would rather trust to 
the bowels of the Willows. on the back-side 
of Cape.Cod, to east up a whale for me, 
than to the generesity of many a country 
parish that 1 know. Youcannot say of a 
country xinister's salary, commonly, that it 
is ‘ very Kke a whale.” 

Of living and growing things upon the 
Cape the seader is fully informed, even to 
their scientific names. He’is treated also 
to tales of.mirage commonly connected 
with distant lands. As valuable a part of 
the book as. any, not even excepting the his- 
torical discussion about the earliest discov- 
eries of North america, New England, and 
Cape Coé, is that which relates to the en- 
croachments of the sea upon the sand, and 
the sand upon the soil, tegether with the 
changes in the cenfiguration of the Cape 
which are always iin process. it is worth 
while to study this in connection with Mr. 
Marsh’s “Mam and Nature,” and to judge 
whether man has not been mainly respons- 
ible for clearing the Cape of its timber, the 
debasement of that which is left, and the 
consequent advance of the engulphing 
sand; and whether it is not within the 
power of men to check and reverse this 
waste, and nemove the desolation which, 
ten years ago, at least, was the distinguish- 
ing featuie of the Cepe. Thoreau has be- 
queathedl us at all events, in this mono- 
graph, some very inrportant data.

PRAYER IN WALL STREBT. 


It was now 10 o’clock on Saturday —_ 
ing.

Dealers re- 
quired no duties of their clerks. The ———- 
of people in the streets grew larger each mo- 
ment. Wall-street brokers ceased selling 
gold and buying stocks, to join ina vast con- 
course ‘which spontaneously gathered around 
the Custom-honee, to give some sort of pub 
lic expression to the prevailing grief. Col- 
lector Draper was called to preside, and an 
out-door meeting was organized, the proceed- 
ings of which were exceedingly impressive. 
Rev. Dr. Vermyle offered a fervent prayer, be- 
seeching Almighty God to guard the nationin 
its dire sffliction, and to comfort and sustain 
the bereaved family of the lamented President. 
And then, with one beart and one voice, the 
vast multitude audibly repeated the Lord’s 
Prayer. 

“For forty years,” said an old man, “I have 
been in Wall street, but this is the first time I 
ever heard it praying!” 


NO TALE OF TREASON. 


First, the blow—then the raily—next the 
outbreak, 

The storm of indignation against the con- 
spirators who devised and him who executed 
the sppalling crime followed close upon the 
extrene depression. The lower part of the 
city was one tossing sea of heads from noon 
till night on Saturday. Half-a-dozen indis- 
creet men, .who ventured to justify Booth’s 
act, were set upon and maltreated by indig- 
pant crowds; one of them narrowly escaped 
hanging, by taking refuge in a neighboring 
house and getting away throngh a rear door; 
three others were arrested and sent to prison. 
It was very unsafe to talk treason in the 
streets of New York that day; and, indeed, it 
is but just to say that there was no disposi- 
tion to do so in the hearts of any but a very 
few like these men, who met their summary 
punishment on the spot, and who were un- 
questionably as hare-brained as the wretch 
whose deed they tried to justify. 


PUBLIC SPEAKING. 


The American tendency to speech-making, 
ee ape | illustrated during the day, had some 
happy effects. General Butler was one of the 
speakers. General Burnside was another. 
The vast crowds of people found them in the 
streets and cailed them out. The tenor of 
their remarks was wholesome and serviceable 
advice, to the effect that President Johnson 
should receive a hearty and united support in 
the difficult position to which the providence 
of God bad called him; and, further, that the 
dreadful event which occupied men’s minds, 
illustrating as it did the demoniacal spirit of 
slavery, should be accepted as the final illus- 
tration of the necessity of punishing the lead- 
ers who had abetted rebellion and murder. 
These arguments, striking a responsive chord, 
were reiterated by dozens of speakers who de- 
claimed from steps of houses, carts, barrel- 
heads and other coignes of vantage through- 
out the city. It was night before these public 
assemblages dispersed. 


FUSION OF PARTIES, 


We have noted the fact of the fusion of all 
clasces and.conditions of men in this wonder- 
ful outburst of popular feeling. It should be 
noticed, with especial honor, that all party 
lines were instantly and by common consent 
obliterated. Among the earliest places draped 
in heavy mourning in memory of the Presi- 
dent, were the offices of those public journals 
in New York which were once foremost and 
bitterest in denunciation of his personal and 
political motives; and none were more em- 
phatic than the conductors of these papers in 
the denunciation of Booth’s crime. 
MOURNING. 

The city was soon draped in black. Broad- 
woy was one long line of sable emblems. 
Flage, hung half-mast high, were trimmed 
with crape, end floated from thousands of 


beildings. The shipping in the port was also 
draped in mourning. Mourning-badges were 
worn by great numbers of persons, and the 


ladies of the city appeared in public with 
shoulder-knots of crape. The tribute of re:- 
pect was gereral, heartfelt, sincere, and im- 
pressive. 


CLOSING THE THEATERS. 


So enced Saturday, the 15th of April. That 
night, no places of public amusement were 
open in New York: This, in itself, was an 
unprecedented event here. The associate 
managers met in the afternoon and decided to 
clore the theaters until after the faneral of 
Mr. Linco!n; and circumstances subsequently 
occurred which continued the suspension for 
a period of ten days—a total cessation of busi- 
nese, the following Wednesday and Thursday, 
and sgain on the arrival of Mr. Lincoln’s re- 
mains in the ensuing weck, being among the 
causes. The fact is one of the notable events 
of the tragedy: for a great city must be deep- 
ly moved to voluntarily forego its nightly 
amueements. 


TWO DAYS OF PUBLIC MOURNING. 


The Governor of this State, a few days be- 
fore the ceath of the President, had issued a 
proclamation appointing Thursday, April 20, 
as a day of Rejoicing for Victory and Peace: 
but 2 subsequent proclamation changed that 
day to one of Mourning for the Dead. The 
time for the funeral of Mr. Lincoin in 
Washington had in the meantinge been ap- 
pointed for Wednesday, the2ist. The people 
of New York, without concert or consultation, 
voluntarily observed both the funeral day and 
the cies non which had been legalized by the 
Governor’s supplementary proclamation. No 
business was transacted on either day, and 
the streets were ‘filled from morning to night. 


MOURNING INSCRIPTIONS, 


By this time, inscriptions suitable to the oc- 
casion had been added to the mourning drapery 
unon the buildings, and monuments and busts 
of Mr. Lincoln appeared in profusion. Some 
of the striking moitoes we give below:

But the one 
great conservatiye principle which has 
heretofore sustained the country, and must 


zation and reconstruction which is yet to 
be accomplished, is that relying upon the 
intelligent co-operation of the people in 
furnishing the funds necessary for carrying 
on the work. Heretofore, this has been in 
a great degree by voluntary loans ; but no 
government can long be sustained by loans. 
The reliable source of supply must be found 
in an equitable system of taxation, and such 
a system has now been completed. While 
our military leaders in the field have been 
floriously at work in suppressing rebel- 
lion, our financial leaders, who are in 
less important to the salya- 
tion of the country, have been silently 
perfecting a system of taxation which must 
be our chief reliance in the future. But 
any system of taxation, to be effective, must 


To a certain extent, taxation can be en- 
forced ; but to answer its beneficent end it 
must be honestly complied with. Appeals 
to passion and popular instincts cannot 
hereafter be relied upon ; there must be the 
honest, intelligent, and religious conviction 
in the minds of the people, that to rigidly 
conform with the requirements of the law 
in paying taxes, is the first duty of the citi- 
zen, and that to neglect, or seek to evade it, 
is a crime which stampe the offender with 
infamy. If, in the beginning of the rebel- 
lion, an instinct of self-preservatien led the 
managers of our great monied institutions 
to generally assist the Government with the 
funds intrusted to their keeping, every one 


conscientious payment of the taxes which 
are legally its due. What is the interest of 
one is the interest of all in this respect, and 
every man should feel himself in some sort 
an agent of the Government, to see that his 
neighbor, as well as himself, pays what is

FINANCES IN CHARLESTON. 


Tue financial condition of the South at 
the present moment is absolute chaos. Nat- 
urally aristocratic and purse-proud, despis- 
ing both labor and the laborer, the people 
of that vast section have hitherto made out 

| to live on the fruits of the unrequited toils 
of the poor bondmen. Under their late in- 
iquitous slave system, thousands have grown 
immensely rich. Wealth was rapidly accu- 
| mulating in every quarter, particularly in 
large cities. Richmond, Charleston, and 
Mobile were the great centers of capital 
| and financial power. How changed is 
| their present condition! We have lately 
seen, with our own eyes, the ruins of Charles- 
| ton, the Sodom of rebeldom, the great nur- 
| sery of secession. A more desolate-looking 
| place we never expect or desire to behold. 
| Her merchant princes, with the remnants 
| of their property, have fled; her immense 
stores and warehouses are unoccupied, their 
walls battered and crumbling, and their 
windows broken; her banking houses, in- 
surance offices, brokers’ counting rooms are 
all deserted, and nothing remains but 
floor-piles of knee-deep protested notes, 
old letters, Confederate bonds, ancient ac- 
count-books, mutilated checks, eancelled 
drafts, letters of credit, and other evidences 
of bye-gone prosperity.

of that once renowned city have vanished 
Proud capitalists, aristocratic 
stockholders, and the vast throng of bank 
depositors, together with the whole tribe 
of officers, directors, mercantile firms, and 
other business men, have departed, bag and 
baggage, to parts unknown. Some are 
heard of who, gathering hastily what they 
could, went upon the track of General Sher- 
man’s army, and there lost the last of their 
earthly possessions. 
Nearly one-third of Charleston is in

| Her streets are a sandy desert, the paving 
stones having long since been removed to 
construct military defenses. Her wharves 
now are only used by our government shins. 
Dust and filth are fast accumulating on 
every side.

Charleston is in- 
deed a ruined, bankrupt city. We doubt if 
in twenty-five, or even in fifty years, it can 
be restored to its late original splendor and 
greatness. In the immense loss of property 
there the North has suffered as well as 
the South.” We were stockholders in her 
banks ; we sought the most intimate com- 
| mercial intercourse with all her capitalists ; 
we gave almost unlimited credit to her 
merchants—and generally sold our princi- 
ples with our goods—and were glad to sur- 
render almost everything but life for the 
sake of their cotton and rice, tobacco and 
sugar. We are now getting our pay, princi- 
ple and interest. Merchants of New York, 
Philadelphia, and Boston, please expect 
small dividends from the city of Charles- 
ton. If you want payin full, you can proba- 
bly have it by taking “ Confederate money,” 
which can be had by the cartload at ene’ 
cent on the dollar. Are you ready to settle

DRY GOODS REPORTS. 


Some ten thousand, or more, business 
men, in all sections of the country, welcome 
our weekly dry goods reports as reliable, 
and act on them ; and we are continually 
receiving most substantial evidence that 
they are appreciated. A single New En- 
gland merchant, however, has complained to 
us, as will be seen by the following. He is 
afraid our mercantile readers’are not bene- 
filed by the information we give to the 
public. His letter, however, is the very 
best evidence we can give to the contrary. 
It is a well-known fact that any fair-minded 
merchant can always obtain a reasonable 
profit on his sales, provided his goods are 
properly bought, and that the most prompt 
buyers are always those who best know the 
market. We think the writer of this letter 
don’t quite understand the principles of bus- 
iness. He must be aware that it is always 
harder to deal with an ignorant man than 
with one who is thoroughly conversant with 
prices. Everybody admits this who has 
had much experience or who has thought 
of the 1natiery. Suppose the writer should 
come to New York, totally ignorant of cur- 
rent quotations, what would he dé? He 
would first “get posted,” then he would 
act freely. Goods offered below cost to one 
unacquainted with the market will not often 
tempt a good buyer. The same rule which 
governs @ country merchant in New York 
governs his customer at home. The letter 
of our correspondent, therefore, fails to 
convince us that he is not benefited by our 
weekly reports.

Instead of being worth ten times its cost 
to them, it has a damaging influence that 
can hardly be calculated. You may well 
know that all merchants, or al) that do any 
business of any amount, have their com- 
mercial papers, circulars, etc., by which 
they can keep thoroughly posted. 7’he 
Independent simply posts their customers, 
and as it > into a large portion of the 
‘families of New England, our customers 
know the cost of leading styles of domestic 
goods in New York as well as we do. 

Now where does the benefit to the dry 
goods merchant come in? Do you suppose 
that our customers are sd liberal that they, 
knowing the cost, will pay us more profit 
than we ask? There has been such cases, 
but, like angels’ visits, they are few and 
far between. 

No, my dear sir, if you will say that this 
report of the markets is worth ten times 
the cost of the paper to the consumers of 
dry goods, and Soneging in proportion to 
the retailer, you will not be so wide from 
the truth. 

l write not to find fault. It is perfectly 
proper for you to report the markets indefi- 
nitely, if you choose, but don't claim to be 
doing us afavor when you are doing the 
opposite. You may think you are doing us 
a favor by continually telling our customers 
that it is not time to buy, that goods must 
be still lower; it may be fun to you but 
death to us. If [ understand you, you 
would knock the bottom out, have a gen- 
eral collapse, break down a large portion 
of the business men of the country, and 
commence anew. 

Now who is to be benefited by this? I 
claim no one. All must suffer—merchant, 
manufacturer, farmer, mechanic, laborer- 
ail except rich men, and s@faried men. A 
gradual reducing of prices of goods, as well 
as gold, would seem to an old merchant,

ter request, though prices are unsettled, ex- 
cept for the most desirable styles.

eign fabrics there has arisen a lively move. 
ment. Desirable styles of British and 
Continental goods are in active demand at 
good prices. The market is bare of the 
most desirable kinds. French silks are 
very active, both black and colored. gijx 
ribbons now command improved Prices, 
Woolens are not so active as ladies dress. 
goods, but are, nevertheless, steady and im- 
proving, both in price and activity. Auction 
sales of ribbons realized good prices, with a 
demand that absorbed duplicates and sam 
ples. The remainder of the spring season 
bids fair to show a great improvement on 
its commencement. The backwardness of 
dealers has only lead to a postponement of 
consumption. Prices have assumed steadi- 
ness and consistency, and with no longer 
any expectation of a further fall in prices, 
dealers and consumers will come forward 
and eupply all actual wants. Speculative 
purchases for stock are out of the question, 
seeing that gold must recede during the 
summer months to a much lower point.
